2. Tha readiness with which it can be secured 
in any part of a tail-race, and be moved from 
one part to another and again secured,

falls of tail-races used in different districts ; to 
the varying quantities of water used either by 
choice or necessity for flushing the same ; and to 
the different kinds of -washdirt from which gold 
is obtained in the Province. 

Inventors are expected to be conversant with 
the machines and methods at present in nse, 
and not to offer simple reproductions of the 
same.

* A telegram was received in Invercargill : 
on 22nd bet. by Mr Fox^ Inspector of Folico, 
oonveylng the melancholy intelligenoe that three 
well-known miners — named H. Memphis, Peter ^ 
Crow, and Wm, Nevin— had been drowned at' 
Orepuki on the previous Sunday. The bodies of 
the two latter have been. recovered, on which 
Mr Warden Wood was to hold an inquest. Jio 
particulars as to how the sad accident occurred:

In Our. Issue of 23rd February we re- 
printed from the Daily Timei a letter signed 
”J.S.” which appeared in that journal, and 
which contained personal redeciions ou the Sev. 
Father Coleman. In justice to that gentleman

We now desire, pu pur own be- , 
half, to express sincere regret that' we should 
have been the means of promulgating an article 
reflecting upon Father Coleman’s reputation, and 
which article has since been shown to be quite 
onjustifiable. . , 

We have received , from hlr J. Spevrey, 
6 upermtendent-collector, an account of land in 
cnltivation in Otago and the agricultural pro- 
' duce thereof, up to February 1875. Fromitws 
learn that in. the Dunstan district there are. 142 
holdings the extent of laud broken np and not 
under crop ie 459 acres. In wheat 197 acres ie 
sown, which is estimated to yield 5640 bnshela ; 
in oats 322.SJ are laid down., the produce of 
which is estimated at over 77,000 bushels ; 63^ 
acres only are under barley, the return is put 
. down at. 1779 bushels; hay and permanent 
grasses occupy 640 acres, and ' potatoes 2141 
acres, which is expected to yield 944 tons. The 
total nnmber of acres under crop is 4378, ■ 

'riie Wakatip district iias- suffered a 
great loss— both social and otherwise— in the 
departure of Mr Bendix Hallensteia ami his 
family for Dunedin, where they will now per- 
manently reside. Few up-country commuuitiea 
have been favored as has been Queenstown io 
having a man of Mr Halleustein's wealth and 
enterprise resident there | and no small measure 
of that diatric’s advancement is due to the fore- 
sight and ability of that gentleman and hia c<>- 
p.artners, who were not slow to observe and 
utilize the. resources lying idle around them. 
The resnlt.of their sagacity is readily seen in the 
forward position of the Wakatip in farming, 
milling, and other br.anclies of industry. It is 
therefore not to be wondered at that the Queens- 
town residents were desirous of having oppor- 
tunity to publicly testify their regard for .Mr 
Hallenpiein and his estimable lady before their 
departure. This honor Mr Hallenstein found it 
Jiecessary to decline ; but we are sure that none 
the less will kind remembrances follow a family 
•whose life for the last ten :yeara has been most 
intiniately connected with the growth and pro- 
gress of the \j7akatip district, • . 

On tlifi occasion of Mr J. T, Thomson’s 
' retirement from the office of Chief Surveyor of 
the Province, a number of officers in the dep.art. 
jnent determined to show their appreciation of 
their chief in a String manner, and to that end 
b.ad an order sent ■ Home for a suitable gift. 
This has now arrived, and was presented with 
an address to Mr Thomson on Saturday, 20th 
inst. The testimonial took the form of a silver 
vase, which stanris 2ft 2in high, weighs 1.34 
oupces, and is a fine piece of workmanship. The 
design is by Mr Hutton, drawing master, and 
Various specimens of the New Zealand flora — 
Buchas ferns, fuchsias, vines, creepers, Ac. — are 
very beautifully depicted. The cover is sur- 
mounted by the figure of a surveyor, sextant 
In hand. ' On one side of the vase is a view of 
Eamsiaw, Lake Wakatip, from a sketch taken 
by Mr Thomson, and on the other side is the 
following inscription : — “ Presented to John 
Turabnll Thomson, Esq., O.E., F.E.G.S., Oom- 
misaioner of. Crown Lands for the Province of 
Otago, .N.Z., by thirty officers of the Survey 
Department, in token of their appreciation of 
,the ability and excellence of his administration 
ns Chief Surve.yor of the Province from May, 
1850, to November, 1873." .-. 

During last week a number of extensive 
fires occurred in various parts of the Colony. 
On the 2lst, at Auckl.and, Olson’s sauce factory 
■was destroyed, the value of property lost being 
115000, the insurances amounting to nearly 
£^00. Oison Buflered a similar casualty last 
year. At midnight on the same date. Nelson 
suffered by a conflagration, the sacrifice of pro- 
perty being estimated at £.5550, the insurances 
figuring at £3600. On the 22nd, at Oamarn, 
the largest fire that ever occurred there broke 
■out at midnight, and raged for two hours, 
sweeping away property valued at £8000. The 
insurance offices in this instance suffer to the 
extent of about £5000, On 23rd, a disastrous 
firs broke out at the Albion Hotel, Invercargill, 
at four o'clock in the morning, and before the 
flames could he stayed a targe amount of pro- 
perty was consumed. The insurances effected 
are put down at £8250. The local News sayethe 
hon r at which the fire broke out was that at 
which people are generally buried in the most 
profound sleep. Hence it will be easily under- 
■ stqod that only by the happiest chance was it 
possible to awaken the occupants of the Albion, 
the upper floors of which formed a perfect nest 
of sleeping apartments. There could not have 
been less than sixty persons, the awakening of 
many of. whom was a work of much difficulty. 
It is believed that all got clear of the huilding, 
biit there were several narrow escapes, and it is 
not positivelv certain that no life has been lost. 
Some of the lodgers were seen to drop from the 
second storey— a height of 20 ft— into the street, 
happily without receiving more serions injury 
thahlmisee.

- At Auckland, on 23rd inst, a boiler ac- 
cident occurred connected with which is the 
story of a most miraculous cao.at>e. The boiler 
was an ordinary cylinder, one of about two feet 
in diameter, and eight feet long, with dome, 
and its weight was about 8 ) owl. Shortly after 
10 o’clock the owner, with a boy, was engaged 
upstairs preparing a chaff-cutter' for use, when 
they were stai'tled by a terrific explosion. Run- 
ning downstairs, Mr Lamb found the engine-shed 
a complete ruin, and the boiler iUelf was missing. 
At the opposite side of Lamb’s yard, and hi.ah'ar 
up Qneen-street, are Frazer’s livery and bait 
stables and, closely adjoining these, a large 
block of two-storeyed wooden buildings, inclu'l- 
ing the Queen’s Head Hotel and a nvimber of 
shops. The shop of this block lowest down the 
street, and consequently nearest to Lamb's 
yards, is one occupied by M r Hayward , mat- 
tress-maker. Right through the roof of Frazer’s 
stables, and through the weather-boards at the 
side of Mr HayWcird's premises, at the height of 
15 feet there had been driven a broad track, the 
stout weather-boards having been broken and 
splintered like chips. Hayward’s bouse fronts 
in Djiper Queen-street, and on the side next the 
street a similar opening has been made. In fact 
the whole boiler, like a gigantic projectile from 
a mammoth oaunnn, had been driven through 
two buildings. Str.ange to say, the passage of 
this raiirdernus projentde was unattended with 
any injury to life or limb. The most miracu- 
lous escape in connection with the occurrence 
was that of Mrs Hiyward, The room through 
which the boiler -passed w.as the bedroom, and 
Mrs H.aywatd who hail b»en eng.iged mahing 
np the .beds and child’s cot, was just leaving the 
room., and had passed throueh the door, -when 
the boiler came crushing through the roof, pass- ' 
ing within a yard of her, and strewing destnio- 
tion on every side, disappearing through the 
opposite wall, driving some of the pieces of for- 
nitnre with it, Mrs Hayward had just snffi. 
cient presence of mind and strength to stagger 
downstairs in a most agitated state, and fainted. 
Mr Hayward who was below, thought that a 
thunderbolt bad struck the house.

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NEW AMERICAN GOLDFIELD. • i . , 

It Beema that the Black Hills Exploring 
Expedition has disoovered a new goldfield in 
the Bouth- western portion qf Dakota territory.' 
The region Jiea on the right, or' Westem, aide 
of the MiBHonri river, between the lOOtR and 
105th ^degrees of west longitude, and jnal 
Bonth of the 45th degrecf of north latitude. 
It « a mountainous' country, as' ita name im- 
plies, and' is Almost embraced by the north 
and Bouthi forks of the Cheyenne river; 'l^e 
correspondent of the New York IVifwM with 
the expedition- says-: “ Indications ■ of gold 
were found about a week ago, and within two 
days its . presence in ■ sufficient quantities 
■a.bundantly to repay working has been estab- 
lished 'beyond a doubt. How large an i^rea 
the gold section covers cannot be' d etermined 
without further exploration, but the geologi- 
cal characteristics of the countrvi the re-' 
searches of our prospectors, arid all the indi- 
cations point to valuable fields, So far, we 
have obtained surface gold alone. Our min- 
ers hope yet to find a good quartz land." 
What is more important still, ■ however, ' is 
that the country is one of surpassing fertility 
and beauty. This country, which has hitherto 
been unknown, is at present in the possession 
of the Sioux Indiana. But it seems that the 
treaty with the Sioux is on the point of ex- 
piring, and the country will then be open to 
settlement. The following is the Tribune 
correspondent’s description of this newly- 
found land ; — “ Grass, water, and timbers of ' 
several varieties are found in abundance, and 
all of excellent quality ; small fruits abound ; 
game is plentiful. The valleys are well 
Adapted for cattle-raising or agricultural pur- 
poses, while the scenery is lovely beyond de- 
scription. - The flora is the most varied and 
exuberant of any section this side of Califor- 
nia. In this respect it is a new Florida ; jt 
may prove to be a new El Dorado.” And on , 
a Bubsequent day he writes : “ ‘ Its equal,’ - 
says General Custer, the commander of the ' 
expedition, ‘.J have never seen.’ . Such, too, | 
was the testimony of all those who beheld 
the panorama spread out before us. Every 
step of our march that day was amid flowers 
of the most exquisite colour and perfume, 
and belonging to new or unclassified species. 
The -total flora of tbe valley embraces 126 
species. The water in the streams stood at 
44deg, In no portion of the United States, 
not excepting the famous Blue Grass region ; 
of Kentucky,, have I ever found grazing 
superior to that which grows wild in these 
hitherto unknown regions.” 



The Thames and Coromandel goldfields are 
suffering great depression, owing to the with- 
drawal of population for the Ohinemuri rush. 
It is proposed to remove some buildings from 
Coromandel to the new fields, and a few are 
already being taken down for the purpose. 

In reply to a memorial to the Minister of 
Justice, expressing dissatisfaction with the

If the miners think that the crime complained, 
of has reached such a head as to require a 
se'vere example to be made, they should ask 
the maglstatcs to .commit the accused for 
trial, and they will exercise their discretion 
in the matter.”

When he was hauled to the surface he told 
his elder brother, who was ready to lift him 
off, to stand aside he would get off himself. 
He has not a sor.atch on him, and is none 
the worse for hiii ftnn dive. He must have 
gone down straight like an aiTow, and how 
he escaped without touching either the sides 
of the shaft- or the bucket seems to be a 
mitaola,” ■ '

Sewinff on Buttons. 

A facetious contemporary thus deecribofl 
the male process of sowing on buttons : — “ It 
is bad enough to see ,a bachelor sew on a 
button, but be is the embodiment of gr.ica 
alongside of a married man. Necessity has 
compelled experience in tlie case of the 
former, but, the latter has always depended 
upon someone else for the service, and fortu- 
nately for the sake of society, it is rarely 
that he is obliged to resort to the needle hinr- 
self.

Plants for Sand-Binding Purposes. 

The following has a local application which, 
is well worth serious oonHidoration - 1 

The Weiu York Tribune states that betiveen ! 
San Francisco and Cliff House, and also in, 
other places, the sand of the beach is wafted 
inland badly, and the reclamation of sand- 
downs is becoming important. The Paris 
Commissioners of San, Francisco are taking, 
the matter in hand, and, like 'wise people, 
they are studying nature’s method of recla- 
mation and deriving useful hints from it. 
As the old sand-hills show. Nature there 
does the work mainly by means of two 
shrubby species of Lupine. The particular 
advantage possessed by these Lupines came 
to view when some deep cuttings were made 
through one of these old sand formations ; 
although the bushes seldom rose above three 
feet in height, the roots were traced to a 
depth of more than 25 feet ; and they also 
extend laterally in a corresponding way. As 
it is this deep growth of root which enables 
these plants to hold their own in drifting 
sand, penetrating as they do into a stratum 
unaffected by drouth, so, also, it is the loose- 
ness of the sand and gravel that allows the 
roots to penetrate so promptly and so far. 
The only thing needful in the way of help is 
to protect tho geruiin,T,(,^ng Lupines from 
being overwhelmed with sand at the first, 
through the driving storms of winter and 
spring. That is done by sowing barley with 
the Lupine seed ; this in 10 or 12 days from 
sowing, gets strong and high enough to hold ■ 
the drift ; and by the tune the barley dies 
off the Lupine plants have got their roots 
deep enough into the ground and their up- 
ward growth so v;pll above it as to fix tho 
soil effectually. On our eastern coast, and , 
the shores of our great lakes, these twoi 
Lupines would not endure the winter. But 
our own herbaceous speries would do nearly 
as well. We would also recommend another 
perennial plant of the- same family, ■ tlie 
Terph-osia Virginiana of botanists, which 
affects sandy soils, and which on account of 
its long, slender, and very tough roots, is in 
some jjai'ts of the country called catgut. 
These roots, rnmiing horizontally and far. 
would bind the shifting sand as effectually as 
certain sand-grosses and sedges, and wliicli 
are used for the same purpose in Europe. 
There is a sand- willow on the Californian 
coast of insignificant height, the roots of 
which liave been found to extend to the 
distance of 120 feet from the plant itself,

Extraordinary Scene in a Church. 

A correspondent writes ; — “ On Sunday 
morning the service at the Irvingite Cathe- 
dral, at Alburv, near Guildford — a building 
M'hioli was erected at a cost of .€60,000, by 
the late Mr Heniy Drummond — was inter- ; 
riipted in a somewhat alnriniiig manner. The , 
service had proceeded to the reading of the I 
prayem, when Cai'taiu Syme.s, a member of I 
the congreg.atioii, was observed to leave his 1 
seat. He at oiica iiscendcd the stairs and | 
entered tho pulpit. Closing the door, he ■ 
stretched forth his bauds and addressed the ! 
congregarion. He said he w.as commissioned 
by God to deliver a message, which would 
not be heard with favour. At this juncture 
several of the church officials rushed up the 
pulpit stairs and begged the gallant captain i 
to desist. The request was met by the captain ; 
drawing a sword from a sheath, which was I 
conceiiled under his coat, and, waving it 
over his head, he said that if any person in- 
terfered with him in the delivery of his 
message, he would run him through to the 
heart. A precipitate retreat was made by 
the officials, and in the meantime Captain 
Synies proceeded to address the congrega- 
tion, warning them that it was his duty to 
tell them that perdition 'vas their fate if they 
continued in their present faith. Mr Arm- 
strong, a barristei'-at-law7 and an intiinato 
friend of Captain Synies, left his seat, and 
running up the pulpit stairs, begged, him to 
come down. The captain raised his sword, 
and, striking Mr Armstrong across the hand, 
nearly cut off one of his fingers. The alarm 
caused by this extraordinary conduct was 
very great. 'The ladies of tho congregation 
screamed, and many of them fainted. The 
male portion of the congregation left their 
scats, and assembling in knots in the aisles 
of the church, called to Captain Synies to 
come down. One gentleman, imdeterrod by 
the injury inflicted on Mr Armstrong, as- 
cended tho pulpit stairs to expostulate with 
the captain. The only rejily he received 
was the presentation at his head of a loaded 
revolver. Hearing the ‘ click’ of tho weapon, 
he slid down the stairs on his back, and liid j 
behind the staircase. During this scene the 
Duke and Duchess of Nortlmmhorland, who ! 
are regular attendants of tho church, left! 
their seats. The Duchess fainted, and was j 
oarried from the church by her attendants. ! 
Captain Symes had now full possession of! 
tho pulpit, and, striking the sword on the 
Bible he proceeded in a loud tone to deliver i 
'what he termed his message, amidst the; 
screaming of tho females and vociferous calls ' 
to ‘ come down’ of the males. Tlie officials , 
of the church had by this time armed them- i 
selves with long poles, and with those they ' 
went to the pulpit, and after a tremendous , 
scuffle, succeeded in knocking (he sword and 
revolver out of the hands of the captain. 
They then laid hold of him, and dragged him 
down the pulpit stairs. As tho captain vio- 
lently resisted, a rope was procured, and 
with it ho was hound hand and foot, and tied 
to one of tlio pillars of the building. He 
was subsequently given in charge to the 
police, and on the following day was brought 
before a magistrate. On the certificates of 
two surgeons he was removed to an asylum. 



Ons of Lever’s Heroes ia Heal Life. 

Among tho American items of nows by last 
mail was the account of a fatal shooting by 
a San Francisco photographer, the yictiin 
being a Major Larkyns, seducer of the wife 
of his slayer. The extraordinary career of 
the murdered man will no doubt be read 
with some interest. ' . ■■! ! 

Larkyns was a man of infinite adventure. 
He was one of Charles Lever’s heroes in real 
life. ■ - As the younger son of a rich' Scotch- ! 
man, ho got a deal of learning and a little' 
lucre. A few years of life on the Uoutineht 
added to tho former and swept away the 
latter. While ho was living royally on his 
principal, he seems to have amusefl hliuself 
with plotting dire destruction for the crowned 
heads of Europe. He carried a musket 
under Garibaldi, and is said Jo have belonged 
to . Mazzhu’s secret league. The spies of 
Europe knew him. He grew accustomed t.o 
bo escorted across frontiers by two police- 
men. Ho was withal only an amateur con- 
spirator, Blots fascinated him. He declared 
that he never mea'nt to do any harm, and in- 
deed his Schemes always failed. Perhaps he 
felt that he was to reign himself. But we 
anticipate. When Larkyns came home, ac- 
complished and penniless, from his wander- 
ings, his relatives bought him an army com- 
mission. Ho sailed for India to join tlie 
regiment. Arrived there, he soon wearied 
of the routine, and sold out of the service, 
and started for Central Asia. There his 
fortune culminated. He fell into tho good 
graces of a lieathen potentate, administered 
his government for him, and finally freed 
him from all further c.are in the matter by 
making himself a rajah. He succeeded to 
the palace, the harem, and the treasury of 
the man he had^ expelled, and led a life of 
barbaric magnificence. 

After six years of solitary splendour he 
wearied of the cares of state. Ho decamped 
at night, and betook himself and a truiikful 
of diamonds to London. His family natur- 
ally killed the fatted calf in his honour, bat 
he quarrelled witb them soon, and bade them 
good-bye for ever. This made depeiidance 
on them impossible, when, soon .after, an 
unlucky speculation robbed him of the 
spoils of his rajaliship. His beggary and the 
outbreak of the Franco-German war were 
coincident. He was soon fighting as Major 
L'.'.rkyns, on General Bonrbaki’s staff. 
Bravery gave him the cross of tlie Legion of 
Honour, and then, at Metz, a M'omid. He 
limped through the campaign, whicii ended 
at Sedan, and was captured with his pro tern 
monarch. He fades out of view as a prisoner 
of war at Sedan, and re-appears as a soldier 
of fortune at Salt Lake City in the M'inter of 
1872. Thence he wandered to Honolulu, 
back to San Francisco and into a ’Frisco gaol. 
The failure of the m.an who load cashed his 
fictitious drafts to prosecute him set him free. 
The ex-King became a coal-heaver. Asa day 
labourer, as a stevedore, as acierk, as a trans- 
lator, as a critic correspondent, he worked to 
gain money and regain reputation. He was 
well employed at Calistoga when the end 
came. A jealous Sun Francisco husband 
hurried tluther with Larkyns’ letters in his 
hand. , He called Larkyns to the door, and 
the doomed man came. There was a erv of 
“Throw up your 'hands,” an oath, a flash, 
and the dull thud i>f a bullet and the man of 
the M'orld went out of tho world. The wages 
of sin was death. Ha might have done much ; 
but he preferred to enjoy much ; and this 
was the ghastly end of an odd life. Among 
the queerest of the queer crowd that will rise 
from California soil when the last trump 
sounds will be the lato Larkyns. 



Mr Smiley goes Habbit-Sliooting. 

Recently it occurred to Mr Smiley, of 
Darhey, that it would be a good thing to go 
out and see if he couldn't shoot a rabbit or 
two.
